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Species Requirement 

The response to the rejections made of record in this application on September 12, 2000 
in this CPA application have been duly noted, however, the following office action is directed to a 
species requirement. 



Claims 5, 33 and 48 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising: 

Species A: Liquid phase carriers which do not contain 2'-deoxythymidine-3'-0-yl ; and 
Species B: Liquid phase carriers which contain 2'-deoxythymidine-3'-0-yl. 

Applicam is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though 
this requirement is traversed.
